Reason for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The reference to US Patent 6,307,813 to Leggio shows a timepiece having a face (12) 
including a display for displaying a digital hour and message, wherein the digital hour and 
message indicative of approximate time; a means (13) behind the face (12) for keeping the exact 
time; a microprocessor chip/conversion unit (see column 3, lines 36-37). Applicant's claimed

invention display's a digital, numerical hour and message indicative of approximate time and a 
mode switch for switching modes between the display of the digital, numerical hour and the 
message, indicative of the approximate time and a display of precise time. Furthermore, the 
timepiece of Leggio does not have a mode switch and there seems to be no motivation to modify 
the device shown in Leggio to accommodate a mode switch for switching modes between a 
display of approximate time and precise time. 

Claims 5-10 have been found to be allowable as being dependent upon the allowable 
claim 1.
